Sax F r a n c isc o , November 5th.—This af­ 
ternoon Loui-i Kaplan and .Sheriff Desmond, 
having learned that they hal been indicted 
by the Grand Jury, appeared before De­ 
partment No. 11 of the Superior Court.and 
delivered themselves into custody. 
There 
are eighteen indictments «gainst Kaplan, the 
majority being for obtaining money by false 
pretenses, and the others for grand and petty 
larceny. The charges grow out of alleged 
dishonesty in the matter of obtaining sup­ 
plies for the Registrar’s office during Kap­ 
lan’s administration. 
The amounts alleged 
in the indictments foot up over 84,G00. Bail 
was fixed at 8500 on each charge, amounting 
to 89,000, which was furnished by the ac­ 
cused, Henry Schwartz and John Malloy as 
sureties. Sheriff Desmond furnished 81,500 
bail on the three charges of felony made 
against him, with Richard Carroll and G. M. 
Kurtz as sureties. The charges against Des­ 
mond grew out of his having allowed I. M. 
Ivalloch to leave the County Jail on occa­ 
sion? not provided for by law. 
Up to 1:30 to-day thirteen new cases of 
small-pox were reported to the Health De­ 
partment. This makes 74 eases reported this 
week. The victims are from various lec­ 
tions of the city and mostly adults. The 
Health Office is kept open all night, and 
Ftnall-pox patients are sent to the Twcnty- 
sixth-street Hospitil a« soon as possible after 
being reported to the Health Officer and he 
passes upon the nature of the disease. Of 
course many cases are reported which prove 
to be chicken-pc-x or some other mild lis -ase. 
Most of those attacked have been negligent 
in not being' vaccinated or revaccinated.

How to Select a Good Cow. 
How to select a good cow is a m atter of 
interest to a great m any people, and yet but 
few ¡>eople can be found who have any con­ 
fidence in their ability in this direction. 
There are but few people, who, if they are 
going to bny a cow, will not ask a friend to 
go along with them and help pick her out, 
or, not having a friend who has confi lence in 
his own judgm ent, will say to the seller, 
“ Now I am not a judge of cows, and shall 
have to depend on your honor in the m atter.” 
Perhaps, as a lale, the latter is the safer 
way, bu t it is not alw ays pleasant to acknowl­ 
edge one’s ignorance in regard to so simple a 
m atter, uud not always to one’s advantage to 
be compelled to tru st to the hon r of others 
in m atters it: which they may think their in­ 
terest may he 
»in-t th at of your own. 
Of 
course it is a m atter of considerable moment 
to every farm er who keeps cows fur daily 
purposes, w hether it ba a milk dairy, a but­ 
ter dairy or a cheese dairy, to be able to select 
a good cow by her appearance, and although 
not of so m uch moment, yet every man who 
desires to keep a cow* iu town for the use of 
his family sh.uld be ame to judge btt'ween a 
good and poor cow by examining her. 
I t is 
true the best judges may’ sometimes be de­ 
ceived in selecting a cow, as men are liable 
to be deceived iu reference to all other m at­ 
ters. 
Sometimes cows’ appearances are de­ 
ceptive, and sometimes cows th at have all 
the indications G Í good cows have been iu- 
jured so th at they cannot be w hat they ap­ 
pear to be. 
W e use the term good cow in 
thi- connection as meaning a cow th at will 
give a good quantity of m ilk and of good 
quality, say from ten to eleven months in 
the year—a cow th at in a dairy of a hundred 
or more cows will give more m ilk and of a 
better quality thau the average—one that 
would make a profitable cow for a dairy or 
for a fan.ily. 
Iu the fiist place color has but 
little to do w ith the milk or butter capacity 
of a cow. 
W e have seen good cows and poor 
cows of ..11 colors and of almost every con­ 
ceivable m ixture of colors. 
N or does the 
breed have a great deal to do w ith the ques­ 
tion of a good cow. 
W e have seen good and 
poor cows among all breeds; b u t whatever 
the breed, go «1 cows, as a rule, have the 
same general eh iracteriatics, and can, as a 
rule, be selected or designated as such by 
good judges. 
W hen animals differ so much 
in central appearance as do shorthorn cows 
and Jersey cows, or as do Jerseys aad A yr­ 
shire.-, or Ayrshire* and Devons, or Devons 
and Holsteim , those unacquainted w ith the 
means and modes of distinguithing between 
good milkt rs and poor ones are entirely a t a 
loss to distinguish how the thing is done. To 
such we will endeavor to unfold the m ystery 
or unravel the puzzle. 
First, as to general 
appearance. 
The first thing th a t strikes the 
ob-erver ir. 
lo ¡king at a 
good 
cow 
is 
th a t she has 
the female rather than the 
male 
appearance. 
She 
looks 
the 
cow 
all ovar rather than the ex or the bull, 
in any particular. 
Th firs' impression, even 
to the unskilled as well r.s to the skilled exam­ 
iner, is th a t she w uld m ake., mu! mother. 
This g:nsral appearance is of itself an almost 
certain guide in selecting a cow. 
I t is as 
much a guide tn the good judge, and more so 
than to the novice, with this difference, that 
the skilled observer is not likely to make any 
n,'stakes as to the correct general appear­ 
ance. while the novice is very liable to do so. 
The skilled observer is able to analyze and 
test the general appearance by noting and 
designating the separate parts or p .b ta that 
go to make up th at general appearance, while 
the novice look' at it as a whale, and can 
only judge by the t.ff.ct r r impres-don pro­ 
duced, 
Ju s t as two persons may look at a 
beautiful painting—the one a skilled artist 
and the other a complete novice in art—both 
m .y agree as to the general merits of the 
painting, both may admire and prai e, but 
while the opinion of the one will be of value, 
th a t of the other will not be considered of any 
value. 
The one can give a reas/n for his 
adm iration and 
the other cannot ; 
the 
o íe can analyze and point out the m eritori­ 
ous parte and show how they contribute to 
and mako up a meritorious whole, while the 
other can only judge from his undefined and 
definable impressions. 
So in reference to 
th e opinions of different persons as to the 
qualities of a good cow. 
The opinion of the 
ekilled observer is good for something, be­ 
cause he knows how he arrives at hisopinious 
and can tell his reasons to another, while the 
V. skilled observer caDnot. 
The good judge 
first looks at the general form. 
He reqnire3 
th a t the cow of his preference shall have 
email rounded and rather thin and low shoul­ 
ders, with a thin and rather long neck and 
sm all head and fine horns. 
The eyes muss be 
large and full, but mild and pleasant, indi­ 
cating affection rather than fear or defiance. 
Th« skin about the neck m nst set close and 
smooth, and have no loose hanging dew-lap 
about the throat. 
The head m ust taper well 
from the horns to the nozzle. 
The hind quar­ 
ters sh uld be wide and spreading backwards 
—the hind legs standing well apart. 
The 
tail may be long, but must be fine and taper­ 
ing. 
The buttock should lie square and wide 
and- come well down. 
W hat is called the 
m irror or escutcheon should be large and 
well defined, 
th at is, 
the 
hair 
should 
run up from the b ig spreading and forming 
on each side or buttock a curl or cowlick. 
The rib3 should be round and widespread, 
and the belly or paunch should be large and 
full. 
W ith all these characteristics of form 
the cow m ust be a good feeder and a good 
drinker. 
Such a c -w will almost invariably 
have a wide and full bag —tho teats should 
lie set on well apart and be of middling size— 
soft and velvety to the touch, but not flsshy. 
A fter milking the bag should be like an 
em pty sack, without form or 
substance. 
Running from the bag forward under the 
belly should be well-defined veins, and the 
veins of the thighs should also be prominent 
and full. 
It will be seen th at a cow thus 
shaped and possessing the characteristics 
described must ' look the female and the 
mother, because it is their form and these 
characteristics th at give her this look and 
make her such, and makes her the good cow 
whatever may be her breed or blood. 
It 
should be observed also that the breed of 
cattle that produces the greatest per cent, of 
cows possessing this form and these char­ 
acteristics is the best breed of cattle for the 
dairy.

The Hilly Lands of California. 
The flat bottom lands of all countries have 
been settled by civilized people before the 
hilly lands have been occupied. 
As a rule 
these fiat lands are easiest subdued and 
brought under cultivation, and as a rule they 
are rich and strong and the best adapted to 
the production of the cereals and vegetables 
—the first necessaries of a new country. The 
hilly lands in most countries, though least 
sought for and last settled, have been found 
upon final occupation to be more valuable 
than anticipated. 
In most climates the hilly 
lands are devoted to grazing, to the dairy, to 
sheep pastures or to beef-raising, and while 
they are seldom rated as high as the flat lands 


they very frequently prove the most remu- 
n rative and 
profitable. 
Stock-breeding, 
wool-rai-ing and the dairy business in all 
c mntries hive proved to be the irosi success­ 
ful occupations of the farmer. 
W hat has 
proved true of older countries is also proving 
true of California. O ur hilly lands have been 
the least sought f"r and will be the last 
occupied and brought into activ-> ire, and 
they 
are 
also 
proving to 
l>e 
the 
most profitable lands in the tot ite. 
Tney are 
here as elsewhere being devoted iu a great 
degree to p «storage, to sheep walks, cattle 
ranges, and to the dairy, and these occupa­ 
tions here as el-e-chere ase proving to be the 
most remunera ire occupations of .he farmer. 
But the hilly lauds of California have a very 
great 
adva .tage 
over 
the hillv lands of 
most other countries. 
W e have a cl mate 
suitable—not only su:t»ble to—bat favorable 
to the cultivation of th vineasd prosecution 
of all the industries growing out of this culti­ 
vation, au 1 the hilly lands ( f our S ta ’e art 
especially adapted to the cultivation of the 
vine. 
This fact givesto the fcilij lai ds of our 
State 
a superior a-iv-% itage ov-.-r the hilly 
lauds *of iu '.-t u'Ler c .untri -s, ami invest - 
thejn with a greater valur. 
The hilly lands 
of most countries are the least densely net- 
tied. 
This is the n a'u ral result of the use to 
which they are p u t; but the hillj luudsof Cali­ 
fornia are likely ?n bt the rno-i thickly-settled 
sections of the S ta tb e c a u s e th. y will mostly 
be occupied by vineyards and fiu it orchards. 
W hile the hillv lands of most c-.untrUs are 
looked upon as of secondary imp rUnce, the 
hilly lands of California are destim d in the 
near future to be regarded as of tbe fi -t im 
portarme, and of the greatest value to the 
State and to their fortunate owners. 
These 
facts are just beginning to bo underat -od, and 
people, are j¡¡at beginning to act upon them in 
a practical way. 
The most desirable loca­ 
tions are being cigerly lo. ked up and occu­ 
pied—the foothills are being converted into 
orchards and vineyards, and dotted with 
prosperous and happy homes. 
The day is 
not far off wfc m th finest country residences, 
the best schools and the most prosperous pco 
pie of the country, will l>e located in the 
¡sierra and Coast Range foothills overlooking 
the valleys, in physical location, a ; well as in 
many other respects. 


The F ru it E xhibition a t Los Angeles 
From a ’.l accounts trie fruit exhibition at 
the Southern Cali for. ia Fair, at Los Angeles, 
was oae of the finest exhibits of fruit ever 
m ale in the State. 
I t includ'd all the

fruits iu great variety. 
One very interesting 
feature of this exhibition was found in the 
fact th a t different localities as well as differ­ 
ent individuals competed for tho honors of 
the exhibí i n. 
A very spirited rivalry was 
excited b .tween the different settlem ents, as 
Pasadina, L s Angeles, 
O ld San B ernar­ 
dino, Riverside, etc. 
This was an excrilent

Fish may to d u¡ e.-ticated -and made to con 
tribute t the w ants ‘ f man os well as any of 
the present <1 m tsticated animals ; and they 
are ju st as susceptible of improvem ent as 
any of the domestic animals, and may ju stas 
well become an object of care and profit 
Then why should they not be included in 
the prem ium lis's of onr State and di-triet 
fairs an 1 form a part of their exhibit;, :.s?

F e e d in g D a ir y C o w s — Some dairymen 
hold the opinion that tie food of the cow, if

machine which converts her food into m Ik, 
fixes it- q u d r y ; but this is an err t . 
It is 
tru th a t one cow may give much richer milk 
than another by- her sid ,, the rations ot food 
ia each case being precisely alike, but the 
quality of the milk of cither or both of these 
c iws is effected by the food they take. The 
subject has been carefully investigated by 
careful observers, among whom we may men­ 
tion B u -slngault and Playfair, and the in­ 
fluence of the character of the feed upon the 
composition of the dry substance of milk, 
c inclusively demonstrated. 
Toe ixperieuee 
of many practical farm ers and dairymen, 
moreover, proves the san e thing.

able as it is during the warm summer months, 
while over-fat fowls are ruore liable to disease 
and ailments thau those only in good con­ 
dition. 
F t the laying f wl no better food 
can be given for a principal diet than good, 
sound, wh ile wheat, though it m ust cot be 
given in the same quantities as corn.

Lady B urdett-C oult? was born in 1S14, 
and is th e youngest daughter of th e ¡ate 
¡Sir Francis B urdett, baronet. 
H er fortune 
conies to her trom her m aternal graudfatiier, 
Sir Thom as C outts, and she assum ed his 
name when she in h e rittd his property. 
T h at was in 1S37, upon the term ination of 
the lite in terest of his widow, who was 
Miss M elion, th e actress, before he m ar­ 
ried her as his second wife, and who died 
the Duchess of St. A lbans. 
Sir Thom as 
C outts’ first wife, th e grandm other of th e 
subject of this ¿ketch, was Elizabeth S tar­ 
key, th e daughter of a Lancashire peasant, 
who w&3 a servant iu th e employ of too 
banker’s brother until her m arriage made 
her one of the first ladies of th e kingdom. 
The Baroness received her title in 1871. 
She received th e freedom of the eity o i Lou­ 
don in 1872, and IS m onths later th e city 
of E dinburgh sim ilarly honored her. 
A t 
tho end of the last R usso-Turkish w ar the 
S iltau decorated her w ith thy grand cor­ 
don of th e O rder of M dejidio in recog­ 
nition of her service to the wounded. 
The 
I estim ation in w hich -she is held by th e 
people of England is shown by th e fact 
chat when, 1111868, the reform proe.ssion 
passed her house, and she w as recognized 
at the window, a shunt was rai-' d, aud for 
over tw o hours the air rang w ith th e crii s 
of the thousands who filled th e streets. 
Iu 1871 the fortune of th e Baroness was es 
tim ated at £10,000,060. and up t" t'ori 
tim e she had given away for charitable 
purposes fully £5 f OO.OOO. 
In o ther words, 
after disposing of $25 000 0U0 for th e edu­ 
cation and care of her fellow people, sue 
still held fully 350,000,000 in investm ent. 
She is the richest single woman iu England, 
aud her liberality in the distribution of her 
vast fortune has commended her to the 
adm iration of th e civilized w orld, 
rihe 
seems to prefer th e sim ple title of M as 
C outts to th a t of Baroness 
te n e d upon her by Queen 
1871, 
in consideration oi 
cent public charities. 
M.sh C outts lived 
in 
ra th e r 
straitened 
circum stances 
during her earlier years, 
inheriting no 
property from her rich graudfatiier. Thus. 
C outts, th e em inent banker, born in 17*1. 
A t th e death of Lis brother P eter, Mr. 
C outts assum ed th e entire direction of the 
firm, which, under his control, rose to its 
highest prosperity. 
H e was a gentlem an 
in m anners, hospitality and benevolence, 
and counted among his friends some of the 
first literary men and actors of th e day. 
Soon after his settlem ent in London he 
m arried E lizabeth S tarkey, a girl of hum ble 
origin. 
They lived very hanpily together, 
ami had three daughters—S u :an, who m ar­ 
ried the Earl of Guilford ; Frances, who 
m arried th e M arquis of B ale, and Sophia, 
m other of th e subject of th is sketch, wTo 
m arried .Sir Francis B u rd ett, th e m em ber 
of Parliam ent w ho proposed the celebrated 
inquiry into the state of C oldbath Field 
prisons, w hich resulted in the dism issal of 
the keeper and the cjinplc-te reform ation 
of th e regulations of th a t prison. 
II 
doubtless 
transm itted to i.is celebrated 
daughter m any of liis benevolent virtues. 
Soon a lter the death of Mrs. C outts, in 
1815, Mr. C outts fell in love w ith the beau- 
tit ill and accomplished M iss H arrie t M el­ 
lon, a very popular actress in comedy in 
the early part of th is century. 
T uis lady 
was born iu 1775, ami was so m uch younger 
th an her opulent suitor th a t she declined 
th e m atch, representing th a t th e -14 years’ 
diff-.rence iu their ages made too great a 
barrier to be surm ounted. 
T he enam ored

ception, .-¡he, from adr.lt'-ije sense oi j istiee, 
bequeathed tho entire fortune e. hicii 6¡ie 
received from Air. C outts to his grand­ 
daughter, Angela B urdett, youngest daugh­ 
te r of Sir Fi ancls B urdett. 
The Duchess 
of St. Albans, in bequeathing her fortune 
to Miss .Angelia B urdett, desired her to 
to tak e tho nam e of Coutts. 
This lady re­ 
ceived the vast legacy of §20,003,000 iu 
1837, since whi :h tim e she has been con­ 
spicuous for her charitable deeds a n l hu­ 
m anitarian schemes. 
H er liberality in es­ 
tablishing a corps of uur=es under Florence 
N ightingale, in the Crim ean war, is fam il­ 
iar to every otie. 
She is said to spend her 
entire income — §1,000,C00 to $1,200,000 a 
year—iu her philanthropic projects. 
The 
Baroness it probably the only person living 
w ho would have found it necessary to deny 
m ore th an once th a t she had given §2,C00,- 
000 for the relief of the distress iu Ireland ; 
h u t w hen th e story was to ld of her, th e 
largeness oí her h e art and her fortune alike 
m ade it easily credible. 
H er proposition, 
w hich for some reason was n ot carried out, 
was to apply £500,000 to th e purchase 
of 
lands of .which industrious tenants 
m ight 
in 
tim e 
become 
owners. 
Am ong th e very notable instances of her 
generosity may be m entioned th e endow ­ 
m ent of three bishoprics (iu A frica, A us­ 
tria and B ritish Colum bia) at a co3r, it is 
stated, little less th an the sum she w as 
said to have given to the Irish. She assisted 
Dr. 
Livingstone when he was 
in 
h¡- 
greatest need ; 
and a square of model 
dw ellings was built by her around th e Co­ 
lum bia m arket, w hich also she built and 
presented to the corporation of London. 
Even this list does not exhaust her public 
charities, and in private she is reputed 
be not less m unificent. 
For these and her 
other num erous charitable services to her 
country the title of Baroness was conferred 
upon her in IS71 by Queen V ictoria, and in 
1872, for her great ch arity to the poor of 
London, th e Common Council, in public 
ceremony, presented to Baroness B urdett- 
C outts the “ freedom of th e city ,” w ith au 
address inclosed in a beautiful gold casket 
bearing her arms, etc.

A BLOODHOUTD’3 GKATITUDE. 


G a l l a n t r y R e w a r d e d .—The V ictoria 
Cross has been conferred by the Queen on 
Sergeant Robert G. Scott for conspicuous 
gallantrv and devotion during an attack on 
Moirosi’s Mountain on the 8th of April, 
1879, in volunteering to throw time fuse 
shells as hand grenades over a line of stone 
barricades from behind which the enemy 
were bringing a heavy fire to bear on the 
colonial troops, and which it was impossi­ 
ble effectually to return. 
After causing all 
the men of liia party to retire under cover, 
lest the shells should burst prematurely, by 
which precaution many lives were in all 
probability saved, Sergeant Scott advanced 
in a most deliberate manner under a heavy 
fire, and having got under the waff made 
two attempts to throw shells over it. 
A t 
the second attempt, owing to some defect 
in the fuse, which he had just lighted, the 
shell exploded almost in Sergeant Scott's 
hands, blowing his right hand to pieoes, 
and wounding him severely in the left leg. 


The Detroit Free. Press tells a remark, 
able story of a bloodhound’s gratitude at 
AndersonviUe. The prisoners were allowed 
to go out in squads, strongly guarded, to 
collect firewood. One day it was the hero’s 
turn to go, and for the fiist time sir.ee his 
imprisonment he caught sight of “ Colonel 
Catchem,” the big bloodhound. The M ich­ 
igander noticed that the dog limped pain­ 
fully on one of his fore feet, but' gave the 
matter no special attention until, after 
being out for half an hour, he sat down to 
lest near one of the guards.

The prisoner was a long time 
getting clear of the neighborhood, and weak 
and starved as he was he was not more 
than tw o miles from the stockade when 
day broke, and “ Col. Catchem ” was put 
on his track.

he looked for a suitable

Armed with a club, he took his stand, 
and determined to make a tight for it. 
The 
dog 
recogniz d 
the 
man, 
and 
began exhibiting eveiy sign of friendship. 
Atter a 
few minutes the pursuers were 
heard in the distance. 
The dog at onoe 
trotted off in that direction, and was short­ 
ly baying and leading them overa fictitious 
trail. 
The prisoner pushed ahead for half 
an hour, and was theu rejoined hy the dog, 
who kept either close to his heels or just 
ahead of him all day, and lay beside him 
in the woods at night. 
This position of 
guardian or companion he maintained until 
toward night of the second day, when he 
returned to the stockade. 
Tho prisoner 
was then 30 miles away, but on the fifth 
morning lie was recaptured.

I heard a young English lady say the 
other day to her companion in a tramway, 
that on leaving home her friends had 
charged her above ah to bee two things in 
Paris—the Bois de Boulogne and the 
Morgue. In my opinion they are the last 
places one should visit, for although the 
Bois de Boulogne is beautitul in graceful 
verdure and fairy like in its artistic airange- 
ment, which consists in thwarting nature 
as little as possible, with Hyde Park be­ 
fore one’s eyes, it is easy to imagine the 
combination of trees, lakes and watetfalls ; 
whereas, artistic monuments are books 
wherein past ages hate inscribed thtir 
thoughts, their feelings and aspirations, and 
possess a characteristic of their own. As 
to the Morgue, whit opeciai interest it can 
have for a stranger I cannot understand, 
and particularly for a young woman; 
Death is not agreeable to look at any time, 
and when we do, it is generally upon the 
familiar features of a ir.end or one dear to 
us, but the face of a stranger cannot but 
be indifferent to us in life and almost re­ 
pulsiva when deprived of motion .ud intelli 
gtuce—that wliich may attract us through 
8} m pithy. Tiiose pert ora who cultivate a 
nn rbid taste for sensations may possibly 
rind some pleasure in looking at the strange 
faces of ikad men and women, or even 
those who are W<z,«e and have exhausted 
more natural and moderate enjoyments ; 
but a young woman has many other things 
to behold, which may produce as acute 
sensatious a« the sight ot a co.'p?e. The 
Morgue, however, if not inscribed in ihe 
regular guide-book as one of the div,-rti»e- 
ment8, 1-. generally included in the list of 
monuments to be visited by the English 
sight-seeer. Many and many a time while 
passing t'¡e M> rgue have i mm great c.,r- 
riage-loat’s of our English cousins descend 
and enter the Jojr leading to that mnister 
hall.All persons who have ever traveled 
iu Europe, even though they may never 
have been under necessity of appealing to 
the protection and guidance of Thomas 
Cook of noted fame, must surely know of 
this important personage. He is an en­ 
terprising Englishman who has undertaken 
TU PILOT ALL TRAVELERS 
From one end of Europe to the other, and at 
reduced prices, which is within his power, 
owing to the great number of travelers 
who apply to him and His consequent ad­ 
vantageous arrangement with railroad and 
transportation companies. 
He possesses 
hotels iu all the cities of Europe, and even 
in the surroundings ot Paris, Whenever, on 
a trip to some monument, there is required 
refreshment for the party on the way, 
Cook’s hotel is found in some convenient 
spot, where the roast beef and tea can al­ 
ways be had. Iu some parts of Europe 
his tickets are very oonveuient and of great 
advantage, particularly for ladies or any 
one traveling alone. His visitors to Paris 
an- carried around from one monument to 
another iu high, open carriages, of im­ 
mense size, drawn by four horses gaily 
decorated and driven by an individual 
whose flaming red coat, great brass but­ 
tons and general fantastic appearance 
might cause him to be taken for a monkey, 
were it not for his size. These carriages 
can sometimes be seen as many as four, 
five and six following t-ach other through 
the streets. At tir»t the people stared and 
gazed at them, and the gamins ran hooting 
after them ; hut Parisiena soon become 
used to novei eights, and the procession of 
fantastic carriages no long r excite curios­ 
ity. It by chance a provincial should as- 
tunisbiagly inquire as to what it means (for ¡ 
on first sight you feel certain that 
a circus has come to town), the 
Parisién will invariably answer: “ Oh, 
those are 
the Cooks.” 
They are 
sometimes 
singular creatures, those, 
Thomas Cook imports, and in the heter­ 
ogenous mass of human beings who rill the 
wagons to promenade the streets of Paris, 
it seems as though England had snatched 
up at random inhabitants of each country 
and landed them at the French capita!. 
The “ Cooks” never fail to go to the 
Morgue; wives with their husbands, 
daughters with their mothers, and sweet­ 
hearts with their lovers, all crowd in the 
door arm iu arm. as though on the road to 
witness one of the most pleasing spectacles. 
Never but once w as I ever tempted to visit 
that silent, 
MYSTERIOUS HOUSE, 
And never shall I forget my sensations on 
that occasion. On first coming to Paris 
many friends insisted on my going to the 
Morgue as a curious spectacle, particu­ 
larly at that time, when the Morgue had 
not been established in other cities. I 
could not make up my mind to go and 
look on the dead face of strangers, and 
could not help imagining the sight horrify­ 
ing and repulsive ; but one morning, on 
reading in the newspaper that a beautiful 
young woman, dressed in a black silk 
dress and white laces, with flowers in her 
hair, had been found iu the Seine, I con­ 
cluded that the sight of so fair a creature 
could not inspire the same disagreeable sen­ 
sations. I made all haste to reach the 
Morgue at an early hour, but even before 
the door I hesitated and had half a desire 
to retrace my steps. My heart heat rap­ 
idly as I mounted the stairs, and I experi­ 
enced iu advance all the sensations of a 
sight such as I imagined the reality would 
produoe. I suddenly found myself in a 
long hall, one side of which was composed 
of glass so clear that you felt you ¡wire act­ 
ually in the large adjoining room. I gave 
a hasty glance before me, when I was at­ 
tracted by several lounges in zma, all 
alike, with the headboard considerably 
raised. I scanned each one, and with a 
great sigh of relief I found all w ere empty I 
These luw sort of tables were sinister in 
aspect and inspired terror as though mon­ 
sters awaiting the moment to extend their 
arms and clasp their victims to their cold 
embrace. Around the walls, hung on 
nails, were clothing of different kinds— 
blouses, some blue and some gray, while 
others had long lost their original color. 
There were, besides, here and there, a 
woman's chemise and a woman’s sack, also a 
cap or so, such as worn by bonne*, servants 
and old women ; a little blue, faded dress 
hung on one nail, with a tiny pair of shoes 
above—the history of “ somebody’s dar­ 
ling ” having been snatched away. No 
ventilation appeared possible in that room, 
and the air seemed charged with the agony 
of sudden death. That room was a thea­ 
ter in which tragedy only was enacted. I 
was not alone where I stood, and looking 
at my companions found them to be the 
comment of tha neighliorhood, gossiping 
women who came to seek a subject for 
their everlasting prattling. 1 heard them 
say that the corpse had been withdrawn 
because it had been recognized by the rel­ 
atives ; they also said that it was not 
known whether the poor, interesting young 
woman had committed suicide or had been 
the victim of assassination. While listen­ 
ing to their pratiDg I noticed several men 
come in, give a hurried glance and then 
hasten away ; many of them possessed 
horrible, hard faces, and one of them in 
particular I would have been tempted to 
condemn without a hearing. It seems that 
MURDERERS 
Invariably visit the Morgue, as though at­ 
tracted by some irresistible power, and 
detectives are always present in citizens’ 
clothes to watch the countenances of those 
who appear, and to endeavor to detect 
some traces leading to the guilty one 
through the expression produced by the 
sight of the victim. Women also are em­ 


ployed for the same purpose, and their 
toDgues, which seem always ready to wag, 
are thus employed in the interest of jus­ 
tice. It was laier learned that the young 
wt man was a newly married person, almost 
a bride, and as her huebaud at a ilinner 
party had had an altercation with her 
fatuer anil niuther, and there afterwards 
passed some words between her husband 
and herself, she took the affair in a tragic 
manner, and hastily' leaving her house at 1 
o’clock at night, hiied a carriage, dismissed 
it near one of tne bridges, and when it had 
disappeared, threw herself into the Seine. 
Her nusband supposed she had ieit iiini to 
return to her parents, whose cause she had 
espiused, and in consequence tormented 
hiuisfclf little about the affair. The next 
moraine, believing that a night had sufficed 
to calm the anger of his relatives, the hus­ 
band repaired to their house and asked for 
his wife. It was then they all grew uneasy 
and instituted a search for her. Having 
learned through the pipers that a young 
woman answering to the description of the 
daughter and » ife had been found in the 
Seine, they immediately went to the 
Morgue in search of her. They grieved 
deeply over the young creature’s untimely 
death, and the parents in their sorrow 
oould not refrain from lay ing all blame at 
the husband's do >r. In fact, so great was 
the indignation of the public that the y'oung 
man was obliged to close his business and 
leave the country. 
THE MORGUE 
Is a one story stone building situated im­ 
mediately back of Notre Dame and be­ 
tween two bridges, that leading from the 
island of St. Louis to the city, and another 
from the city to the St. Gtrznain quarter. 
Just within the door, arranged on the wall 
so a3 to be visible to the passers-by, are 
photographs of men and women taken after 
they have been discovered assassinated, 
and placed before the public to as to lead 
to the discovery of the murderer. At the 
extremity of the Recorder’s office, to the 
right, is fouud a little door leading on to a 
very narrow corridor. It is through that 
one directs his steps toward the hall where 
the autopsy takes place, and of the hall 
where the confrontation is htld. The au­ 
topsy-room ÍB so smali that only' live or six 
pi isous alone can congregate there with 
ease. In the center is a long table of zinc 
with very narrow edges on which the corpse 
is placed ; along the wall are deep cup­ 
boards, and in the back a sort of small 
closet where are kept anatomical pieces in 
alcohol, and there also many useless articles 
are cast while waiting the moment of their 
destruction. Beside this room is the eon- 
frontatiou-room, which is a sort of parlor 
furnished in green reps, with a round table 
covered with the same cloth ; the windows 
look out on the street, but heavy thick cur­ 
tains separate it from the outside. It is 
here criminals, after having been con­ 
fronted with their victims, are conducted 
in the presence of the J ndge of Instruction, 
of the Chief of Security, and sometimes 
witnesses. 
The men employed at the 
Morgue have amused themselves writing 
the names of celebrated assassins on the 
backs of the chairs on which they sat, and 
there are Tropman’s chair, and Mayeaux’s 
chair, beside others. One goes immediately 
from this room into thatof the “ reconnus,” 
which contains twelve “ places,” twelve 
closed sarcophagi!, where all bodies are 
placed whose identity has been recognized ; 
these sarcophagii are of zinc, and quite 
high. But the room truly exciting, the 
tragical corner of the Morgue, is that which 
joins this last; the hall called “ d'arrivce," 
an immeuse room, absolutely bare, without 
a single piece of furniture, leading without 
a step directly on to the court, and entered 
by a very large door. It is here the hand­ 
carts arrive, carrying the bodies, which 
they let glide on to the floor. The corpse, 
still dressed, remains there until the “ gar­ 
den,” dressed in the traditional red shirt, 
conies to take off its clothes and searches 
closely all marks and items by which the 
identity may be discovered, which he dnes 
in the presence of the recorder, who writes 
the whole upon his book. From this room 
the body is carried to the public ball. The 
room adjoining this coutains an infinite 
number of shelves and closets, where the 
clothes of the dead are arranged in nack- 
ages. They are kept until the month of 
May, whPB at that time each year they 
are sold as State property. It is generally 
the railruad companies who buy them, and 
use them as rags for cleaning ami rubbing 
machinery. There are also closets filled 
with nothing but hats, where they are 
thrown helter-skelter, and form one of the 
strancest collection of head-dresses it is 
possible to imagine. 
IN THE LITTLE COURT 
At the back, which green shutters prevent 
being seen from the bridge, are two sheds 
where the collins are placed. On one side 
are the coffins destined for the unknown, 
composed simpdy of four planks of pine 
feebly nailed together ; on the other side 
are the coffins paid for by relatives, but 
which are far more solid. Whether recog­ 
nized or not, the bodies are nevertheless 
very decently and properly buried. In this 
court one still sees the hand-barrow on 
w hich the bodies are placed which are to 
be photographed ; by some very simple 
1 machine the corpses are brought exactly 
I opposite the object-glass. Two or three 
times a week clothing eaten by worms, and 
rags which can be put to no use—not even 
washed and boiled—are burned in the 
court. 
To the right is situated the stable 
where the wagon is sheltered which car­ 
ries the bodies to their last resting-pdace. 
A considerable excitement has been 
lately created in Paris over the expected 
arrival of some redskins—some ten men 
and women of the Sioux tribe. 
It seems 
they are those who have but lately sub­ 
mitted to the Government, and it is not 
many months Bince this same Chief at­ 
tacked the railroad trains. It íb reported 
here that it is with the spoils of his re­ 
peated robberies a I'Indienne that he is 
making such an extensive trip in company 
with his friendB and family. Rumor also 
talks of his daughter as another, not fair, 
but dusky, Pocahontas. As they are the 
first North American Indians who have 
ever come to France, they will be looked 
upon with considerable curiosity, for in no 
country in the world, America not ac­ 
cepted, is Feuimore Cooper so extensively 
read and so well appreciated as here.V al.

: cise of having the scholars estimate with 
j the eye the size and weight of different ob­

and then have the scholars try to reproduce 
the measure ou the wall. He would mark

The fact is, our eyes deceive us ridicu­ 
lously. At first thought, which should you 
1 say was the taller, a three-year-old child or 
a flour barrel ? Aud could anything but 
actual measurement convince you that the 
same child is half as high as a six-footer ? 
There is an old saying that a child two 
years old is half as tall as he will ever be ; 
ard altera few experiments in measuring 
one can easily believe it, but not before.

A moderately thick plate of brass may 
be cut chemically by drawing a line or 
mark on its surface with a solution of mer­ 
cury in nitric acid. The acid attacks the 
copper and the mercury amalgamates with 
the zinc, but, as the [roil remarks, whether 
this is the true explanation of what occurs 
or not, the brass becomes as brittle as glass 
at the place where the line was drawn, and 
may be broken off.

W h a t i» a P ro fe s s io n a l ?—T he chal­ 
lenge of the St Louis Gun Club, published 
in our last issue, lms brought us several 
inquiries, whom the club consider pro­ 
le- .ionhi trap-shootcrs. 
To express Ihe 
\iews of the club on that subject is not 
within onr power ; but having been also 
requested to state what wo consider con­ 
stitutes a professional, we have no hesi­ 
tancy in saying that a man can be regarded 
as a professional only, who makes his liv­ 
ing by trap-shooting ; in other words, or.e 
whose business is trap-shooting. The fact 
that a man lias shot for money dots not, at 
the present day, constitute a professional, 
for if so, there would bo very few who shoot 
at the trap who would not be profession­ 
als, as evtry man who has shot in a tourna­ 
ment would be one. 
Whether for 85 
or 3 .$500, 
dots not make any dif- 
'erence. The time was when such a dis­ 
tinction could be made ; but, like many 
other rules, the curr-nt of events has 
completely obliterated it. And how gate 
money lias any hearing on the question we 
fail to see. Who, for instance, would 
claim W. B. Hauwortb and J. I). Lucas to 
be professionals ? Each has shot for a 
large stake ami for gate money, aud is in 
business and shoots at the trap for pleas­ 
ure,; neither makes his living by it. (In 
this subject w e shall have more to say at a 
future time, as it is a most important one 
to trap-shooters, and is constantly coming 
up at tournaments aud causing much an­ 
noyance to those whose only claim to be 
considered professionals is that they are 
good shots.—[Chicago Field. 
A T am e D eer.—Some quite interesting 
facts in relation to the domestication of 
deer have just come under notice. The 
prominent angler of Marinette, Wis., A. C. 
Merrjman, some two years since secured 
from an Indian a young doe fawn, which 
he sent to J. A. Asher, the Superintendent 
of the Hamiltin A Merry man Co. farm, 
that is located forty-five miles from Mari­ 
nette, in the forest of the Michigan penin­ 
sula. The fawn became a great favorite, 
and was allowed full liberty, notwithstand­ 
ing the clearing was frequented by wild 
deer, hunters ar.d Indians. A strap carry­ 
ing a small bell was attached to her neck, 
and this fully protected her during the 
first season. She roamed about at will, 
somethimes absent for days together, but 
returning to her civilized protectors, mani­ 
festing great delight for all attention. She 
is now two years of age, and is the mother 
of two beautiful fawns. Tne bell that has 
saved her life among the Indians and hun­ 
ters had no terror for her wild compan­ 
ions, as these fawns were sired by an un­ 
tamed father. Ou one occasion an Indian 
cime to the farm bringing a saddle of ven­ 
ison with him to sell, and trotting behind 
him came the doe from the woods. The 
Indian had killed the deer w'hile it was in 
company with the doe, aud she had stood 
by while he was dressing it, and then fol­ 
lowed him to the clearing.

W ea n in g C olts.—A little skimmed 
milk may be given with advantage, espe­ 
cially if the colt is not in good condition ; 
but clean, sound oats, ground or unground, 
constitute the best of all grain foods for the 
colt. We prefer to have them ground, 
and, as cold weather approaches, we would 
add about one-fourth in weight of corn 
meal, which helps to lay on fat and keep 
up the animal heat. A little oil meal—say 
a pint a day—may also be given with the 
oats for a few months after weaning. Don't 
be afraid of feeding too liberally. More 
colts are injured in the first six months 
after wean mg by too scanty an allowance 
of food than by tiie opposite extreme. By 
all means see that the colt haB ample 
means to romp and play. If yon keep him 
up in a close box aud teed him highly you 
will ruin him, but let him have a chance to 
race through the fields or pastnre—and 
grase, by the way, is the best of all foods 
for the colt—and then there will be lit­ 
tle danger from overfeeding.—[Chicago 
Live Stock Journal. 
G r e a t A n y w h e re .—We should like 
greatly to see two such colts as Robert the 
Devil and Luke Blackburn meet, both lit 
and well, on even terms, as it would do 
more to settle and solve the great problem 
of the difference between a first-class Eng­ 
lish and American racehorse, than any­ 
thing that could happen. But this will 
not be done, for Robert the Devil is not 
coming to America, and if Lake Blackburn 
was to go to England he would not meet 
his opponents on equal terms, when we 
take the sea voyage and climatic influences 
into consideration. We had it drilled iuto 
us for some years that a first-class English 
horse was from fourteen to twenty-one 
pounds superior to an American horse, 
which we were inclined to accept for a 
time. But we have changed our opinion, 
and couBider a first-class horse, like a great 
genius, great in any country,—[Kentucky 
Live Stock Record. 
N ew H a m p sh ire F ish C om m ission.— 
The report of the New Hampshire Fish 
Commission for 1880 opens with the state­ 
ment that salmon culture in the Pemige- 
wassett has been a grand success, and tiiat 
they have taken over 100,000 eggs from 
tiah which had been artificially hatched 
from eggs taken from the Penobscot river 
and planted in the Pemigewasset, and 
which had passed up the fish-ways over 
the dams at I.oweil, Lawrence and Amos- 
keag. This is indeed a grand success, as 
the tish are proved not only to live, but have 
returned to tiieir native streams to breed.

THE JnBLOCEKOFF ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
The London Metropolitan Board of 
Works has recently renewed a contract for 
one year for lighting the Victoria Embank­ 
ment and Waterloo Bridge with the Ja- 
blo'chkoff electric light. The Jablochkoff 
system has been in successful operation on 
the Thames Embankment since the 13th of 
December, 1878, when txventy lights were 
started between Westminster and Waterloo 
Bridges. 
Twenty lights, extending the 
work to Rlackiriars Bridge, were added in 
May, 1879. and ten more were put on 
Waterloo Bridge in October last; ten 
lights have also been placed in the Victoria 
Railway station. All of the lights on tlie 
embankment have been kept in operation 
regularly for 3ÍX hours each night since 
they weie first started—a fact that is wor­ 
thy of consideration when it is borne in 
mind that the machinery was originally 
arranged for twenty lights only, with no 
thought that the system was to be ex­ 
tended, and that the changes rendered 
necessary by each of the two extensions 
have had to be made without interfering 
with the daily efficiency of the apparatus. 
The price paid by the Board of Works 
was, at first, Gd. per light per hour ; it was 
reduced to 5d. in the first, and 3d. on the 
second extension, and has again been 
reduced on the renewal of the contract to 
2Jd. per light per hour. The Jablochkoff 
system of electric lighting is now in use 
under almost every possible condition and 
in every variety of establishment—in 
streets, on bridges, in railway-stations, 
theaters, circuses, engineering and indus­ 
trial works, docks, basins, on hoard steam- 
vessels, in hotels and in private residences. 
King Theebaw, of Burmah, has sixty lights 
fitted up in his palace at Mandalay ; the 
Shah of Persia four, at Teheran ; Prince 
Agaklam six, at Bombay ; and the King 
of Portugal and the ex Queen of Spain are 
also using them. At present, seventeen 
hundred aud sixteen are iu use in different 
countries, one hundred and ninety-eight 
being in England. 


A T ra g ic E n d .—A troublesome old 
marsh goat, which has been the pest of the 
neighborhood in which he has foraged 
around the past twenty years, ended his 
vicious career in a somewhat tragic manner 
last Tuesday noon. He crawled through 
a broken fence down in Brookline street, 
and ate up a tin pailful of plaster of Paris, 
which had just lietn mixed up by a mason 
who was plugging up a fissure in a cellar 
wall. A few moments after his stolen 
lunch he commenced acting in a funny 
manner ; he blinked fiercely, and his under 
jaw swung from right to left with terrific 
swiftness. Then with a furious bellow of 
agony, he went through a kitchen window, 
throwing the servant girl on to a hot stove, 
making his egress throngn a screen door 
into the back yard. Then with a wild 
glare in his eye and a hot steak broiler 
dangliDg from his horns, he made mad 
strides for the Back Bay and plunged at 
once and forever beneath the waters of the 
Charles.—[Boston Journal.

It seems that- truculent Chile has fur­ 
nished the last case of outrage to the 
American flag. 
These outrages are per­ 
ennial, but nothing ever comes of them, 
and if perchance tho foreign Governments 
responsible tender apologies to our resident 
Ministers, the facts are buried in the dig 
patch boxes of the State department, and 
the public are none the wiser. 
In the 
present case it is alleged that a Chilean 
officer stamped upon the American flag 
and called it opprobrious names. 
A good 
many 
Americans 
were doing 
things 
of 
that 
kind 
not 
very 
long ago, 
ond 
during 
the late campaign 
no 
fewer 
than 
eight 
rebel 
flags were 
f! runted in different parts of the country. 
If therefore the Chilean officer thinks he 
can goad the United States into a war by 
auy little demonstration of this kind, he 
is very much mistaken. 
It is moreover a 
lamentable fact that the United States 
is not able to go to war with Chile 
at the present time. 
It is true that we 
spend nearly as much upon our navy every 
year as England does, but for all that 
we have no navy to Bpeak of, 
and 
the most remarkable fact about it is 
that it becomes less efficient the more it 
costs. 
We have at least twice been com­ 
pelled to eat Spanish humble pie because 
we were in no condition to maintain high 
words, and it is ijuite possible that we 
might be incapable of taking the conceit 
out of even belligerent little Chile. 
Of 
course this sounds very ridiculous, but 
the fact is that Chile has one irorclad 
which could knock our whole 
navy 
into 
kindling 
wood, 
and 
no 
mat­ 
ter 
how 
great 
our 
national 
re­ 
sources may be we are not the equal of 
any Power that we cannot meet at the 
moment. 
Give us time and we could build 
a splendid navy. 
That, however, is not 
the question. 
The question is, why do we 
not possess a fair navy, seeing that we 
have paid for such an one three or four 
times over ? This has been asked several 
times, but no satisfactory answer could be 
expected while politics were “ booming.” 
Now that there is leisure it is in order to 
bring the subject once more to the front. 


THE 
SMALL-POX IN 
SAN 
FRANCISCO. 


The accounts of the sudden spread of 
small-pox in San Francisco are disquieting, 
chiefly for the reason that the interior can­ 
not quarantine against the metropolis, and 
that therefore the disease may work its 
way all over the State, unless precautions 
are taken early. 
It must be remembered 
that when the last serious small-pox epi­ 
demic occurred in San Francisco, which if 
we are not mistaken was in 1S69, the in­ 
fection was communicated in this way to 
several points in the interior, and at that 
time the railway communication was much 
less complete than at present. 
Judging 
from the rapid increase of the disease in 
San Francisco, and from the utterly abor­ 
tive efforts of the authorities in the former 
epidemic to confine it within limits or to 
protect the public against contagion, we 
are inclined to think that it will be a mat­ 
ter almost of accident whether it is over­ 
come or not. 


THE HERESY 
CASE OF 
DR. 
THOMAS. 


While politics have been absorbing the 
attention of the majority throughout the 
country, a very interesting and importaut 
heresy casé has developed in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and as it is certain to 
cause much discussion, and also to involve 
larger considerations than appear technic­ 
ally to belong to it, the readers of the 
R ecord U nion must b8 informed concern­ 
ing the facts. 
The accused is the Rev. 
Dr. H. W. Thomas, for the past three 
years pastor of the Centenary M. 
E. 
Church in Chicago. 
Dr. Thomas has been 
a very acceptable and popular preacher, 
but his theological views have cefore now 
given 
umbrage 
to 
his 
Church, 
add 
two 
years 
ago 
the 
Rock 
River 
Conference thought 
it 
necessary 
to 
caution 
him 
against 
heretical tend­ 
encies. 
This warning, 
however, 
did 
not have the desired effect. 
Dr. Thomas 
had reached liis views through honest in­ 
quiry and meditation, and being convinced 
of their soundness, and not believing that 
they were in conflict with the cardinal 
doctrines of his church, he not only re­ 
fused to give them up, but when, on the 
10th of October, he preached his farewell 
sermon in Centenary Church, he took the 
occasion to formulate his advanced views 
in the most explicit manner, and practi­ 
cally flung down an unavoidable challenge 
to the church. 
The points 011 which Dr. 
Thomas differs from the old fashioned 
Methodist theologians are, the nature of 
the Atonement, the duration of future 
punishment, and the plenary inspiration 
of the Rible-. 
His views on all these ques­ 
tions are by no means what can 
be 
called radical, and in comparison with 
many 
which 
have 
been 
candidly 
avowed 
of 
late 
years 
they 
are 
really conservative and timid. 
It 13 the 
more necessary to realize this, because it 
adds greatly to the significance of the 
pending charges of heresy preferred against 
the doctor. 
The sermon in which bis con­ 
fession of faith was made was a very noble 
and manly one, and we only regret that 
we have not the space to publish it in full. 
The moderation of the doctor’s expres­ 
sions, however, may be gathered from a 
few extracts on the principal points of con­ 
tention. 
For example, he says ; “ Now 
“ take the doctrine of the Atonement. 
I 
“ believe it. 
But I do not believe the old 
“ penal butcher theory of the Atonement, 
“ where you make Jesus Christ a sinner, 
•‘and punish him for sin, and execute the 
“ penalty of a broken law upon a man who 
“ had never broken it, in order that those 
“ who had broken it could be pardoned. 
“ To me such a theory simply distorts, 
“ overthrows and undermines the very 
“ root-ideas of justice and morality. * * I 
“ believe in God’s great moral government 
“ overmen, and I believe Flo came forth 
“ in Jesus Christ that he might further the 
ends of that government and bring peace 
“ and harmony- among all His children as 
•‘far as may be after the law ; but Id o 
“ not believe that auy penalty was ever 
“ executed upon the innocent JesusClirist.” 
In regard to the doctrine of Eternal Pun­ 
ishment, he said that he fully believed in 
punishment after death for men who die in 
their sins. 
He believed also that the law 
which punishes sin is essentially eternal. 
But he said: “ I do not believe the old 
“ literal, terrible ideas of a hell-fire, in 
“ which the bodies of men and women 
‘ ‘ shall be consciously tortured forever. I do 
“ not ste bow any man of good sense can 
“ believe it in this day.” He then frankly 
declared that he could not accept tlif- 
views of John Wesley on this sub­ 
ject, 
and 
he added, “ I 
pity 
tho 
“ church if that is the theology we are 
“ to have in 
the future years.” He 
could not look upon such a belief without 
repulsion. 
“ Ite il you, my friends,” he 
proceeded, 
“ such an idea negates the 
"thought of God. 
W ith the picture 
“ before you of vast numbers of those who 
“ lived on this earth, men and women, 
“ forever suffering in such torment, you 
“ cannot think of God, because to think of 
“ God you must think of superior good- 
“ ness, of superior excellence, of untar- 
“ nished justice, of everlasting mercy and 
“ pure love. 
You cannot think of God 
“ when you think of auy being that is not 
“ as good as your highest ideal makes Him. 
“ And no man can look upon such a pic­ 
" ture as that and not feel that somehow 
“ God ought to have done better. 
I tell 
“ you that if I believed that doctrine 
“ I should 
never 
smile 
again. 
If 
“ I believed it I could 
wish that I 
“ had never been bcrn. 
If I believed it I 
"could wish that the race might perish 
“ from the face of the earth. If I believed 
“ it I could wish that star after star might 
“ pale its light till the heavens were veiled 
“ in utter darkness. If I believed it I 
" could wish that God Himself were anni- I 
“ hilated.” This renunciation of the hell- 
lire theory of Wesley and Watson is re­ 
markable for its energy and intensity of 
conviction. 
In fact there is a liberal 
sweep in it suggestive of Colonel Ingersoll. 
Doubtless it was more emphatic because 
the doctor was conscious that modern 
thought, even in the Church, leans more 
and uiore strongly in his direction. 


The third point on which he declared 
his difference from the Church was the 
theory of plenary inspiration of the Bible. 
He stated by way of preface that he be­ 
lieved “ that the Holy Scriptures contain 
“ all that is essential for salvation, so that 
“ whatever is not taught therein, or can- 
“ not be proved thereby, sbonld not be re- 
“ garded of any account. 
I believe that. 
“ I believe that God has spoken to ns in 
“ the Holy Scriptures. 
I believe they con- 
“ tain a revelation of His will—a clear, 
“ unequivocal law of human duty. 
I be- 
“ lieve it. 
I believe implicitly in the 
“ teachings of Jesus Christ. 
I don’t sup- 
“ pose that in all instances we have the 
“ exact words in which the Savior spoke. 
“ But I do suppose and believe this, that 
“ we have the consensus or substance— 
“ the spirit—of His teachings.” But, he 
proceeded, “ I don’t believe that all parts 
“ of the Scriptures are equally inspired. I 
“ don’t believe that the Old Testament 
“ throughout is critically and literally infal- 
“ lible, and I don’t see how any man with 
“ the facts of literature before him can 
“ believe it, 
I don’t believe in the literal 
“ rule of inspiration, as applied to all 
“ parts of the Scriptures, and to apply 
“ that rule is simply to incumber ourselves 
“ with difficulties, and to attempt to prove 
“ what is utterly impossible ; to burden 
“ ourselves in a way that we cannot go 
“ forward, and to pat clubs in the bands 
“ of infidels with which to break our 
“ heads. 
And I won’t take positions that 


“ in my own mind are not in a degree ra- 
“ tional and tenable, tnd I won’t waste 
“ the balance of my little life standing out 
“ on picket lines from which I know I 
“ must be driven in when the attack 
“ comes.” 
From these citations some idea 
can be formed of the doctor’s actual posi­ 
tion on the three points at issue. 
It must 
further be stated that he claims to 
be within the line of admissible specula­ 
tion, and that the Articles of the Church 
justify all his views. 
The Rock River 
Conference, however, a year ago narrowed 
the limits of liberalism in the Church by 
decreeing that not only the formally de­ 
fined Church dogmas must be accepted, 
but the theories of “ the standard author- 
“ ¡ties.” As these “ standard authorities ” 
were not named by tho Conference the 
power of impeachment was enhanced, but 
as they undoubtedly include Wesley and 
Watson, Dr. Thomas is accused of the high 
crime of venturing to differ from these 
divines, and for this, as a matter of fact, 
he is about to be tried. 
Of course 
the Conference, in thus demanding as­ 
sent to the doctrines of the Method­ 
ist "authorities,” fairly Romanized its 
policy. 
From the Bible to the Articles 
and the Catechism, from the At tides and 
Catechism to Wesley’s and Watson's ser­ 
mons, embraces a very wide divergence, 
but the last has been made as necessary an 
article of faith a3 the first. 
Yet the Meth­ 
odists blame the Roman Catholics for ac­ 
cepting the authority oi St. Jerome and 
his contemporaries as equal to that of the 
evangelists. 
Dr. Thomas, however, has 
put the Methodist Church ou trial in his 
sermon, and it is obvious that it will be 
even more on trial than he in the ap­ 
proaching proceedings. 
As he put the 
question, “ What is to bo the position of 
“ the Churches, aud of the Methodist 
“ Church with the rest, and it in paiticu- 
“ lar, now in relation to the question of 
“ the growing thought of the age?” That 
Í3 the problem to be solved. 


Dr. Thomas has boldly asserted that he 
does not stand alone in the advanced views 
he preaches. 
He says: 
“ It is not only 
“ the Methodist Church, but the Church of 
“ Scotland, the i’resbyterian Church of 
“ this country, the Baptist Church—all 
“ the churches almost, except the Liberal 
“ Church aud the Protestant Episcopal 
“ Church of this couutry—that are in 
“ trouble on this very question. 
There are 
“ more heads of heresy sticking up than 
“ they have guns and ammunition tc shoot. 
“ What is to be their course? What are 
“ they going to do with all these men? 
“ Why, take the Roman Catholic Church. 
“ I am, I think, quite credibly informed 
“ that there are in this city alone 2,500 
“ young men born and baptized in the 
“ Roman Catholic C hurch that never enter 
“ its doors at all. 
Are we as a Methodist 
“ Church—are the churches of this gener- 
“ ation—going to turn round aud go back 
“ to the teachings of one or two or three 
“ hundred years ago, aud put the yokes 
“ of that 
old time upon the people? 
“ Are they going to do it? If they do I 
“ fear there can be but one result, and 
“ that is to drive away intelligent aud 
“ thinking men, and, I might say, make 
“ a bid for ignorance aad hypocrisy.” 
This indeed is the question to be tried in 
the approaching heresy case. 
W hat the 
people think of it may be partly gathered 
from the fact that Dr. Thomas has not had 
to wait for a church. 
His old congrega­ 
tion went off with him, procured him a fine 
church, and there he is now iircaching to 
ever-increasing audiences, while the officers 
of the Conference are preparing the charges 
against him. 
It is perfectly apparent that 
the effect of this trial will be very great. 
The Methodist Church has taken a de­ 
finitive position. 
It has resolved to expel 
and prosecute all who refuse to accept 
what Dr. Thomas calls the “ butcher” 
theory of the Atonement, the old fashioned 
doctrine of a literal aud everlasting hell- 
fire, and the verbal inspiration of the 
Bible. 
By these dogmas the Methodist 
Church is determined to stand or fall. 
Which event will happen to her ? It is 
the question 
of 
the relation of the 
Church 
to the 
growing thought of 
the age. 
Curiously enough Methodism 
and Romanism have taken the same path. 
Rome, to defend herself against modern 
skepticism and science, has recourse to the 
scholasticism of Aquinas. 
Methodism, 
placed in the same strait, falls back 
upon the fanaticism of her pioneer theolo­ 
gians. 
A few years ago an opinionated 
Englishman 
uudertook to restore 
the 
geocentric theory, aud challenged several 
eminent scientists to experiments whose re­ 
sults completely upset his position. 
The 
heliocentric theory conquered, as a matter 
of course, and the poor pragmatist dropped 
into obscurity again. 
The Churches might 
take warning by this circumstance. 
The 
spirit of the age may be opposed, but it 
cannot be successfully opposed. 
It will 
not compel any man or any organization to 
march with it, but- wlioso refuses to inarch 
will be left behind, and when Churches are 
left behind by the civilization of the age 
they very soon cease to bo anything but 
empty shells. 


HATCHING MORE FRAUD. 


It seems that there are yet some Demo­ 
crats who have not had enough of fraud, 
but who think it possible to defeat the 
will of the people as expressed at the late 
election. 
The idea of these conspirators is 
to get up a pretense of fraud in New York, 
so as to bring the contest before the Demo­ 
cratic Congress, which it is expected would 
count Garfield out and Hancock in. 
The 
Democratic National Committee has al­ 
ready issued an address to the party in 
New York which is evidently intended as 
a feeler towards some characteristic Demo­ 
cratic piece of knavery. 
In fact it is made 
evident that if they thought it possible to 
carry the country over the popular choice 
by audacious chicanery there are Demo­ 
cratic scoundrels at hand to do the work. 
But there is one consideration which will 
prevent the Democrats from trying this 
game. 
It is the consciousness that the 
country will not stand it 
If the Demo­ 
crats imagine that the Northern States, 
having rebuked the solid South and the 
Copperheads last Tuesday, are prepared to 
surrender the frnits of their victory to the 
beaten faction, they never were more mis­ 
taken in their lives. 
General Garfield has 
been elected President of the United States 
in the teeth of the most monstrous and in­ 
famous frauds upon the franchise ever per­ 
petrated—in the teeth, that is to say, of a 
South made solid by cheating and lying 
and intimidation—and now the rascals 
who undertook to destroy republican in­ 
stitutions in that way to glut their brutal 


greed of place, talk of throwing out the 
vote of New York on the ground of 
fraud on the franchise ! The party that 
does not hesitate to place its dependence 
upon the stolen votes of the South prates 
of ejection frauds. 
The party which in 
1SCS caused 40,000 fraudulent votes to be 
polled in the city of New York alone, 
t oinks that the State of New York could 
not give a majority of “0,000 to Garfield 
without the aid of illegality. 
Of a cer­ 
tainty it requires a good stock of patience 
to bear with the enormous impudence of 
these Democrats, and their towering dis­ 
honesties. 
The circumstance that they 
have 
not 
a shadow 
of 
plausibility 
in 
their case 
of 
course 
does 
not 
affect them in 
the least, 
though 
it 
will the public. 
The returns from New 
York and Brooklyn cities have shown from 
the first a change of votes from the Dem­ 
ocratic to the Republican side. 
The ag 
gregate vote cast in these cities was not 
largor than had been anticipated. 
The 
unexpected developments occurred iu its 
distribution. 
The Democratic vote fell 
off, and the Republican vote increased. 
That was the fact, as shown by the earliest 
retorna. 
The causes of 
this 
chauge 
are of comparatively no importance, and 
as they are variously stated it may not be 
possible to find the 
true one. 
Some 
charge the diminution of the Democratic 
vote 
to 
Kelly’s forced nomination of 
Grace for Mayor. 
Others attribute it to 
the 
friendship of Kelly for 
Arthur. 
Others think the Democratic business men 
all abandoned the party. 
But all, save 
the handful of rogues who have already 
led the Democracy to ruin, concur iu re­ 
garding the outcome as natural and legiti­ 
mate, no matter how caused. 


As for tlie3e fellows, they have so irre­ 
trievably destroyed their own reputations 
that they may perhaps be desirous of 
dragging all the rest of the country into 
the same distress. 
They will, however, 
not find it easy to carry out any plan for 
defeating tiie will of the people. 
The Re­ 
publican party, to begin with, has acquired 
a habit of inaugurating the Presidents it 
elect3, and it will take a larger force than 
Lee or Johnson were ever able to raise to 
prevent it from doing 30. 
It knows that 
General Garfield is elected, and by the 
-only honest vote cast in tiie-late election. 
Mark that, if you please, Messieurs Demo­ 
crats. 
The so-called Hancock vote was 
certainly not a lawful one. 
The solid 
South is nothing less than an impudent 
conspiracy against the supreme law of the 
land. 
And while we have no doubt that a 
Democratic Congress is quite dishonest 
and dialoj al enough to perpetrate this or 
any other fraud or treason, we have au 
abiding faith in the restraining influence 
of past recollections upon even the most 
impatient rebel in the Hancock Brigade. 
The 
Democratic 
National Committee 
had better proceed cautiously in this 
business. 
The North cannot be bulldozed 
and will not be cheated. 
New York s 35 
Electoral votes will have to be counted for 
Garfield, and if the Democrats should try 
to prevent that consummation somebody 
will get hurt. 
There is no possibility of 
any serious doubt of the legitimacy of the 
vote of that State, and the country will 
not, after just rebuking Democratic frauds 
aud outrages, permit that rebuke to be 
nullified by a greater Democratic fraud 
than ever. 
Only fools can think a pro­ 
gramme of that kind feasible, and though 
the Democratic managers liave shown 
themselves at least as silly as they are 
dishonest, it may be doubted wheth-.-r even 
their fatuity i i great enough to lead them 
into such a trap. 
The best thing they can 
do is to drop the foolish experiment, and 
let it be set down to the unavoidable cha­ 
grin of a defeat which they had sold their 
very souls to avoid. 


made partisan questions, they will never 
be determined right. 
The demagogue is 
one who moulds all questions to suit his 
personal interests. 
Therefore he is an un­ 
safe guide upon all questions of public im­ 
port. 
There are, however, but two ways 
of getting the truth taught to the people. 
Either the Government must undertake the 
work, or tKe demagogues will perform it in 
the future as they have in the past. 
Thus far we have had no real barriers 
against 
demagogism. 
In 
theory our 
system of 
public education has per­ 
formed that function. 
In practice it has 
utterly failed to do anything of the kind. 
The 
reason 
of 
this 
is 
that 
our 
schools do not convey practical and useful 
information to our children. Two-thirds of 
the school course may be set down as 
wasted time. 
Boys leave school and enter 
life with the most fragmentary aud imper­ 
fect apprehension of the form of govern­ 
ment under which they are to live. 
Of 
political economy, finance,-etc., they as a 
rule know nothing whatever. Yet these are 
subjects upon which as citizens they will 
be required to pass judgment continually, 
and upon the soundness of their judgment 
the prosperity of the country must depend. 
The kind of education which would enable 
them to detect the sophisms of the dema­ 
gogue, to criticise the propositions of the re­ 
former and the statesman, to distinguish 
between science and charlatanry in govern­ 
mental measures, is precisely the kind of 
education which is conspicuous by its ab­ 
sence in our school course. 
The result is 
that our people are thrown into pub­ 
lic 
affairs 
helpless 
and 
rudderless. 
They have everything to learn, 
and 
so cannot even distinguish guiding prin­ 
ciples from false indications. 
They are 
even more likely to follow the wrong lead 
than the right one, because demagogues al­ 
ways contrive to give a plausible gloss to 
their theories which catches the eye of the 
uninformed. 
The general consequence is 
that we are turning out “ powder aud ball 
“ for demagogues ” by tire hundred thou­ 
sand every year, and all over the country, 
and that as time goes 011 the success of 
demagogism rather increases than dimin­ 
ishes. 
That this is so is proved by the fact 
that the doctrines accepted 
by whole 
schools in this very year, are in almost all 
respects more irrational and absurd than 
any delusions of the past. 
In short it will 
have to be realized that the education we 
arc giving our children does not educate, 
before any appreciable change for the bet­ 
ter can be looked for in this connection.

PROPHECIES. 


THE EDUCATION WHICH PROTECTS. 


The Popular Science Monthly has a just 
criticism upon a recent speech of President 
Hayes, in which, referring to the statistics 
of illiteracy in the South and elsewhere, he 
caused it to be inferred that he regarded 
instruction in reading and writing as a 
panacea against all the evils arising from 
ignorance. 
The Monthly forcibly observes 
that “ it is not the illiterate classes by any 
“ means that are most misled ami cheated 
“ by demagogues. 
It is those who can 
“ read the 
newspapers and 
campaign 
“ documents that are most openly .access • 
“ ible to the flatteries, deceptions and cun- 
“ ning artifices of wily political 
man- 
“ agers.” And this is true. 
It is really 
the possession of a little knowledge which 


¡3 most dangerous, and it is precisely be­ 
cause we have a large element which can 
read and write, and which has proceeded 
no farther in education, that the wildest 
and most preposterous doctrines find so 
ready an acceptance, and that what seem 
like schools of imbecility spring up con­ 
tinually, to wither, like Jonah’s gourd, in a 
single night. 
There is undoubtedly a

liable to be entangled in the kind of web 
tho modern demagogue spins. Your newly- 
fledged experimenter in education thinks 
he is fortified against all dangers by the 
ability to read and write, and the less he 
has read the more he thinks he knows, as 
a rule, Bince conceit and ignorance and 
presumption always go together. 
The fact 
is that an education which goes no farther 
than the acquisition of reading and writ­ 
ing is in the majority of cases mischievous 
instead of being helpful, for it tends to 
make what President Hayes calls “ powder 
and ball for demagogues.” The man who 
can only read and write, and who has had 
no direction as to the proper employment 
of these arts, is naturally the easy prey of 
the first who offers to supply that direction. 
He is willing to be taught. 
He will be

And it depends upon those who 
control public affairs whether he shall be 
taught right or wrong.

SCIE5TIFIO SCRAPS. 


M. 
Boiteau 
reporta 
to the 
French 
Academ y that the application of bisulphide 
of carbon to grape- vines infested with 
phylloxera haa proved entirely successful. 
The plants are affirmed not to be injured 
by the application. 
He declares that dis­ 
eased vines which were treated with this 
compound two or three year* ago bear even 
better now than before they were attacked. 
Lontin haB been exhibiting in the build­ 
ing of the Industrial Exhibition in the 
Champs Elysees, Paris, a circular electric 
light, formed by four voltaic arches. 
He 
uses four carbons placed radially, the two 
which are in the same diameter being con­ 
nected w ith the same pole, 60 that an arch 
extends from each of the carbons of its 
neighbors. 
These four arches unite to 
form a complete circle and produce a light 
of extraordinary brilliancy. 
In recent papers before the French 
Academy MM. (laussiu, Faye, Chase and 
Schotel have discussed various indications 
of law in the arrangement of the planets 
and some of their bearings upon the nebu­ 
lar hypotheses of Laplace and Herschel. 
The indications which were given by Prof. 
Chase were the closest and m03t striking, 
furnishing numerical evidence of a pro- 
jtctiie force connecting the solar system 
w ith the fixed stars.—[Cor.iptes Rendus. 
Fouque and Levy note in the Comp!?* 
S en d vs of the French Academy of Sciences 
a pecu iar occurrence of diamonds. Between 
K im beiley and W aal, in South Africa, are 
rocks resembling serpentines and some 
o .ais, which are looked upon as the pro­ 
ducts of metamorphiam of y ounger doleiites 
and other rocks of the diorite group, sim i­ 
lar to those found iu the I’y rentes. In thin 
sections of these opals minute diamonds 
have been found. 
They w ere recognized as 
such by their power of refractory' light and 
by their hardness. 
Wh< n a balloon is borne along by a rapid 
current lalcnla'ions of its altitude are not 
trustworthy. 
W hen the velocity is very 
great, the error may be as great as one- 
third of the estimated hight. 
Kaemtz, 
from the study of barometric observations 
at Paris, Zurich, Berlin and Halle, found 
that the readings were effected by the 
dirtcti n of the wind. 
M ontigny has dis­ 
covered a similar influence at other stations, 
but at Brussels and Namur the influence is 
directly opposite to that at Antwerp.— [Les 
Mondes. 


Lung and liver complaints are certainly 
benefited, often cured, hy a free consump­ 
tion of i n on?, either cooked or raw. Colds 
yield to them like magic. 
If this esculent 
be taken at night ail offense will be want­ 
ing by morning, and the good effects will 
amply compensate for the trifling annoy­ 
ance. 
Taken regularly, they greatly pro­ 
mote the health of the lungs and digestive 
organs. 
An extract made by boiling down 
the juice of onions to a syrup, and taken 
as a medicine, answers the purpose very 
well, but fried, roasted or boiled onions 
are better. 


D itte has shown that in cases where a 
reduction of temperature follows the m ix­ 
ing of a hydrated salt w ith an acid, an 
anhydrous salt has been prodnced, and a 
large amount of water, previously existing 
combined in solid form, is set free and is 
liquefied. 
This view presents a satisfac­ 
tory theory of freezing mixtures. 
The 
water of hydratii n in passing from the 
solid to the liquid form, abstracts considera­ 
ble heat from tt3 surroundings, which 
would account for the diminution of tem ­ 
perature accompanying the reaction. 


Stee’ joists are being made at a few fac­ 
tories in England and on the continent, 
but certain difficulties attend the rolling, 
which as yet prevents their manufacture on 
a large scale. 
Steel plates for bridges also 
are not as yet used to the extent antici­ 
pated, and the long span bridges in which 
their utility is undoubted, do not often oc­ 
cur. 
For boiicr plates the considerable ad­ 
vantages 
which steel 
offers are being 
availed of, ar.d for flanging anil other treat­ 
ment, where "high quality Yorkshire iron 
was formerly used exclusively, steel is, says 
Messrs. Matheson and Grant in their half- 
yearly engineering trades report, found 
to be considerably cheaper, especially for 
platea of large dimensions.— [The Engineer.

The popularization of science has its 
drawbacks : and, perhaps, not the least of 
them is the sort of worship, analogous to 
that of very young ladies for the curate of 
the parish, which is offered by silly people 
to those who are, or more frequently who 
are supposed to be, the chief representa­ 
tives of scientific learning. 
The absurdi­ 
ties of the so-called aestheticism are not pe­ 
culiar to gentlemen who lunch upon the 
sight of a lily, but have their close analo­ 
gies among those who profess to be scien­ 
tific. 
There is a scientific jargon as well 
as an art jargon, both of them, in the lips 
of m od people, concealing, or it may be 
even exposing, tho most profound ignorance 
of the respective subjects of discourse ; and 
there is a widely spread want of knowledge 
that the writer who has most successfully 
popularized a given question is not of ne­ 
cessity the one who is best acquainted with 
its depths. 
Even in the serene atmosphere 
of & scientific coterie there may be rival­ 
ries : and debates are not unknown which 
appear, to say the least, to have for their 
objeot the refutation of an opponent rather 
than the discovery of a truth. 
Such things 
as these, however, are no more than trivi­ 
alities in comparison with what science haa 
done to prolong human life, and to surround 
it with comforts and conveniences.— [Lon­ 
don Times. 


DrB. Tnrnbnll and Levis of Philadelphia 
have lately brought to the prominent no­ 
tice of the medical profession the merits 
of a new amestbetio agent, for which they 
claim advantages whicti give it precedence 
over the old stand-bys of the profession— 
ether and chloroform. 
This new agent 
is ethyl bromide—the hydrobromio ether 
of the old chem ists—and was discovered 
in 1S27 by Serullas, shortly after the dis­ 
covery of bromide itself. 
The importance 
of a new agent of this kind, that shall be 
free from the disadvantages of ether in its 
uncertain and tedious action, »nd of chlo­ 
roform, in its dangerous effects on the ac­ 
tion of the heart and respiration, has been 
long acknowledged by the medical profes­ 
sion ; and at the last meeting of the British 
Medical Association, this want of the pro­ 
fession was recognized by the appointment 
of a special com mittee to investigate and 
report upon the subject to the general 
body. 
The results of this commission’s 
study of the subject we deemed sufficiently 
important to notice at some length in this 
department of the Journal. 
Doctors Turn­ 
bull and Levis, it appears, have given 
much attention to the special properties of 
hydrobromio ether, and their opinion of its 
merits as an anaesthetic is so decided that 
leading members of the medical and surgi­ 
cal profession elsewhere have taken it up, 
and given the new agent a careful practical 
test. 
From the records of tests made ef 
it in various quarters, it would appear that 
the new agent was a decided gain to the 
profession over both ether and chloroform. 
It is prompt in action, in which particular 
it is superior to ether ; and it has no dan­ 
gerous action npon the heart or respira­ 
tion, in which it is a decided improvement 
npon chloroform. 
The anaesthesia pro­ 
duced by ethyl bromide is speedy and per­ 
fect, and the after effects are not unpleas­ 
ant. 
The conclusions of the Philadelphia 
physicians have been verified by later ex­ 
perimental trial by Dr. Marion Sims of 
N ew York, and, from all appearances, the 
profession may congratulate itself on the 
possession of a new anaesthetic of decided 
m erit.—[The M ining Journal. 


THE FOUR BULLWHACKERS OF BITTTR 
CREEK. 


Perhaps every person who is somewhat 
advanced in life can remembir some inci­ 
dent of his early years which he would 
really like to forget—something that re­ 
sulted from the freshness and vast inex­ 
perience of youth. 
I remember one which 
I have spent a good deal of tim e trying to 
forget. Just before the Union Pacific Rail­ 
road reached the Bitter Creek country, I 
made my first overland trip to the Pacific 
coast. 
I staged it from the then terminus 
of the Union Pacific to the Central Pacific, 
which was pushing east. 
The stage broke 
down on Bitter creek, and the passengers 
had to walk to the next station. 
I grew 
tired of walking before I reached the sta­ 
tion, and coming late in the afternoon to 
where some teamsters were camped, I con­ 
cluded to stop with them for the night. 
On asking their permission to do so, 
they assented so heartily that I felt at 
home at once. 
Life in the W est was some­ 
thing new to me. 
I was young and buoy­ 
ant, and just out of college. 
I was fond of 
talking. 
I thought it would be novel and 
delightful to sleep out with these half­ 
savage ox drivers, with no shelter but the 
vaulted, star-gemmed heavens. There were 
four teamsters, and as many wagons, w hile 
thirty-tw o oxen grazed around in the vi­ 
cinity. 
Of the teamsters, one was a giant 
in stature, and wore a busby black beard ; 
another was shorter, but powerfully built, 
and one-eyed ; the third was tall, lank, 
and hame jawed : while the fourth was a 
wiry, red-headed man. 
In my thoughts I 
pitied them, on account 
of 
the hard 
life they led, and spoke to them in a kind 
tone, and endeavored to make my con­ 
versation 
instructive. 
I 
plucked 
a 
flower, and, pulling it to pieces, 
men­ 
tioned the names of the parts—pistil, 
stamens, calyx, and so on—and remarked 
that 
it 
must 
be 
indigenous 
to 
the 
locality, and spoke of the plant being en­ 
dogenous, in contradistinction to exogen­ 
ous, and that they could see that it was 
not crytogamous. 
In looking at some frag­ 
ments of rock, my thoughts wandered off' 
into geology', and, among other things, I 
spoke of the tertiary and carboniferous 
periods, and of the pterodactyl, icthyo- 
saurus, and dinotherinm. 
The teamsters 
looked at me, thtn at each other, but made 
no response. 
W e squatted down around 
the frying-pan to take supper, and as the 
big fellow, with his right hand, slapped, or 
sort of larruped, a long piece of fried 
bacon, over a piece of bread in his left 
hand, sending a drop of hot grease into my 
left eye, lie said to the one-eyed man : 
“ Bill, is my copy of Shakspere in yo’ 
wagon ? 
I missed it to-day.” 
“ No. 
M y Tennersou and volum’ of the 
Italian poets is thar—no Shakspere.” 
The lank-looking teamster, biting off a 
piece of bread about the size of a saucer, 
said to the big man, in a voice which 
came huskily through the bread, “ Jake, 
did yer ever read that volum’ of po’ms 
that 1 writ ?” 
“ No, but hev often hearn tell on ’em .” 
“ Yer mean ‘Musin’s of an Idle M an,” 
spoke up the red headed man, addressing 
the poet. 
“ Y es.” 
“ Ilev red every line in it a dozen tim es,” 
said the teamster with the red hair ; and 
as he sopped a four-inch swath, with a 
piece of bread, across a frying-pan, he re­ 
peated some lines.

T u b e C o lo rs. —Tube colors should be 
kept in a cool place, and the tops screwed 
on tig h t; it is also well frequently to 
change their positions, so that the paint 
may not settle. 
Should the paint get dry 
in the tubes these can bo opened at the 
bottom, the paint taken out, and before 
using it can be ground on the slab with the 
niuller with a little turpentine. 
W o m en in A r t .— In the principal art 
schools of N tw York the ladies are in the 
majority, and their work is equal in every 
respect to that of the male students. 
Several of those who have already become 
known to the public through their work 
follow the example of many foreign artists, 
and devote part of their tim e to studying 
trom the living model in the schools. 


I m ita t io n s. —Imitation pearls, diamonds 
and precious stones are being manufactured 
in i ’aris to a considerable extent, and these 
productions are sent to the shops of all 
lands.

are regular and even in shape, anti free 
from spots or places where the glaze seems 
rubbed off. 
lio ld each piece so that the 
light comes across the surface, aud if the 
glaze seems full of little depressions, like 
an egg-shell, reject it. 
This defect is gen­ 
erally caused by the excessive thinness of 
the glaze. 
Turn it over and see if there is 
a depressed mark across the name ; if so, 
it is a defective piece, rejected by tho fac­ 
tory for decoration. 
Nearly all the plates 
sent to this country are thus marked. 
In 
many cases, however, they can be used. 
M a n t e l H a n g in g s.— According 
to a 
writer in the London Queen, in England 
the painted silk mantel valance and cur­ 
tains are growing in popularity, some being 
straight, and others cut out iu scallops. 
She sa y s: 
“ I saw some red silk ones 
painted with flying swallows in black, gray 
and white, the other day, which were very 
effective; also some composed of 
two 
shades of color. 
In one set the valance 
was of pale blue satin, caught up with ro­ 
settes of coffee-colored lace over silk of a 
deeper shade, on which were painted clus- 
sters of colored roses and leave9. 
There 
were three clusters painted, and each one 
filled in the space where the satin was 
lifted. 
The little hanging curtains were 
painted to correspond, and "looked back 
with very large pale satin bows. 
Another 
combination was russet-brown plush aud 
old-gold satin. 
The satin was painted and 
the plush looped up over it. 


C o stu m e D ec o r a tio n. — Ladies in En­ 
gland now are borrowing hints in dress 
trom the costumed figures in the art gal­ 
leries, which is better perhaps than trusting 
blindly to the judgment of the dressmaker 
and the milliner. 
Some of the artists ex­ 
hibiting recently in the Dudley Gallery 
supplied some excellent models of dress 
which a lady m ight carry out with little 
trouble, and wear with great effect. 
John 
Scott’s “ Mending the Banner" represented 
a dark girl with a clear complexion, wear­ 
ing a charming dress of white and y'ellow 
brocade. 
In shape it was “ a plain l’nn- 
ccsse robe, cut square in front—a square 
which is narrow on the shoulders and wider 
below—edged with bands of yellow satin 
about tw o IhcIiéS wide, with a row of pearl 
beads on tho outer edge of the band ; long 
sleeves, with a deep cuff of satin falling 
over the hands ; pearl necklace ; the hair 
cut straight over the forehead, aud a yel­ 
low fillet binding the head.” 


AMERICAN INCOMES. 


There ia no table of the average dura­ 
tion of fortunes; but the statistics of busi­ 
ness failures in the country Bince 1S0C 
show that the average yearly failures 
ranged from 1 in 1(53, in the year 1871, to 
1 in 75 in 1870. 
How many business men 
in a thousand fail, once or more, during 
their business lifetime, I cannot learn. 
The proportion used to be estim ated, for 
New England, at 97 per cent. 
That is 
probably too high a figure for the business 
of to-day, conducted, as it is, upon much 
shorter credits than formerly. But the pro­ 
portion of traders w ho fail is probably not 
lower than 75 per cent, of the whole num­ 
ber. 
How many of our people live upon 
their invested means? 
In 1S(56 our in­ 
come-tax returns showed 771,000 incomes 
of §500 per year and over, and 6,000,000 
incomes of less than 6500. 
But these 
were not incomes from capital ; they were 
mostly earnings or wages. Probably not one 
in a hundred of these smaller incomes, 
and not over 10 per cent, of the incomes 
over §500, represented the interest npon 
investm ents. 
In France, 10 years later, 
the census returned no less than 2,000,000 
of people, rentiers, who live entirely upon 
their invested means. 
In 1877 seven and 
a half millions of people—one-fifth of the 
population—were 
enrolled 
as 
rentes- 
holders 
or 
savings-banks 
depositors ; 
hut it must 
be added that the sav­ 
ings banks do not often fail in France, 
and that sooner or later they are apt to 
fail with us. 
Most of these deposits are 
small ones. 
But no lees than two millions 
of the French can say w ilh Petrarch, 
P arva sed apta m ih i: “ It is little enough, 
but it w ill do for m e.” 
Thus, in spite of 
the resources of the country, in spite of 
the almost universal search for wealth, and 
in spite of the fact that we have a great 
many rich men at any given time, we still 
do not have a large clas3 of permanently 
rich men ; we do not even have, like the 
French, a class of persons who have a per­ 
manent though small competence. 
The 
rich American’s wealth is extrem ely vola­ 
tile ; 
in nine cases out of 
ten it is 
“ fairy 
gold.” 
The 
old 
land-owners 
form the 
chief 
exception 
to the r u le; 
especially 
in 
our 
large 
cities, 
where 
the iacicase of values has been great. 
But 
if our class of permanently wealthy peo­ 
ple is small, so also is our class of destitute 
people. 
W e are fortunate in having few 
of the very rich or the very poor, in hav­ 
ing no such immense and harmful inequal­ 
ity of fortunes as we see in modern En­ 
gland. 
Our ill fortune is this, that our 
class of moderate competencies is also 
small, that so few of ns, in spite of our 
opportunities and our labors, have seized 
the good of even a small assured compe­ 
tence. 
The land is full of people who have 
not, on the other hand, and who are not 
likely to have, any assured competence, 
however moderate, but who have nothing 
to expect but labor to the end. 
That is, 
indeed, 
the 
appointed human 
lot 
for 
the majority in any community ; 
but 
need it be, in a country of resources like 
this, so nearly the universal lot? 
M ight 
not many of ns avoid it by a greater care 
for a moderate competence, a lessened am­ 
bition for fortunes ?—[T. M. Coan.

ABSINTHE. 


It is now nearly a century since a French 
refugee named Ordinaire settled in the 
small village of Con vet, in the Val Trav­ 
ers, in the canton of Neuchatel, Switzer­ 
land. 
Dr. Ordinaire was a medical man, 
and a very clever one for the tim e in which 
he lived, and he soon made himself useful 
to the people of the Val Travers, among 
whom doctors and medicine had hitherto 
been almost unknown. 
The doctor pre­ 
pared his own medicines, as was not unu­ 
sual in those days: and though he seems to 
have been a regularly qualified practitioner, 
it is evident that he had not that contempt 
for panaceas which is usually to be met 
with iu the profession. 
Indted, there was 
one universal remedy which he held in 
high esteem, and compounded with his 
own hands from various aromatic herbs, 
after a secret recipe known only to him­ 
self. 
This went by the name of “ Extract 
of W ormwood,” and as many persons de­ 
clared that it had completely cured them, 
the doctor naturally proscribed and recom­ 
mended it to others. 
Before his death he 
gave the recipe to his servant, “ Mamsell 
Grandpierre,” aud she sold it to the daugh­ 
ters of Lieutenant HenrioJ, who grew the 
necessary' plants aud herbs in tneir own 
garden, distilled the elixir over the kitchen 
tire and sold it to peddlers. 
Since that 
time the manufacture lias increased in 
other hands, uutil the quantity of absinthe 
now made in the Vai Travers amounts to 
81,400 gallons annually. 
It ia from the 
yellow flowers of the common wormwood, 
Artcmissia absynthfnm, that the tincture 
and extracts of the Val Travers are made ; 
and these are said to bo very efficacious iu 
cases of indigestion, though the remedy 
would seem at best to be but a dangeri-us 
one. 
If this were all, however, there 
would not he much to say upon the sub­ 
ject ; it is when, by the admixture of other 
aromatic ingredients, the extract is con­ 
verted into the famous, or rather infamous, 
absintheliqueur, that it is consumed in large 
quantities, and becomes of really terrible 
importance. 
In what its peculiar charm 
consists scientific men have strived in vain 
to discover; but that it dues possess a 
deadly and well-nigh irresistible power of 
fascination is only too evident from the 
large quantities sold in France, Germany, 
Switzerland, England and North America, 
notwithstanding the pernicious effects it is 
well kuown to produce. 
The habitual nse 
of the poison, like that of opium, affects 
the whole nervous system in general, and 
the brain in particular ; it produces actual 
organic changes in the delicate net-work of 
the brain, and these are, of course, accom­ 
panied by corresponding derangement of 
all the mental powers. 
The end of the 
habitual absinthe drinker is as terrible as 
it is sure and inevitable. 
H e becomes first 
brutalized, dull and obtuse, then he goes 
raving mad, and finally is either partially 
or entirely paralyzed, unless disease of the 
liver or stomach puts a more speedy end to 
his existence. 
The liqutur is the more se- 
duotive and dangerous because at first it 
seems to invigorate the digestive organs, 
while in reality it is doing them nothing 
but harm. 
“ U ntil the very day when he 
is seized with illness," says Dr. Dehant, 
“ tho victim seeni9 to lie iu unusually good 
health ; but the first time he is subjected 
to a medical examination it is found that 
his whole system is deranged. 
N othing is 
more difficult than to cure an absinthe 
drinker, for his first illness is usually also 
his last, 
and is terminated by death.” 
Great efforts are now beiDg made in France 
and Switzerland to check the practice of 
absinthe drinking, 
which 
is unhappily 
largely on the increase. 
From the various 
statistics published from time to time we 
gather that whereas in the year 1864, out 
of a hundred cares of insanity or idiotcy, 
fourteen were traceable to dram drinking, 
the percentage has since risen to twenty- 
five ; and four-fifths of the cases of insan­ 
ity occurring among officers may be put 
down to the use of absinthe. 
It is, more­ 
over, an established fact that the children 
of absinthe drinkers are generally born 
with tendencies to some of the worst forma 
of diseases, such as epilepsy, etc. 
The 
most effectual way of m eeting the evil 
would be by prohibiting the manufacture 
of the liqueur ; but as this is impracticable, 
all that can be done is to point out the 
fatal danger of absinthe drinking, aud to 
urge those who are not yet utterly en­ 
slaved to save them selves by gradually di­ 
minishing their accustomed potion. 
In a 
mouth they will become reconciled to tak­ 
ing only half their usual quantity ; in three 
months, if they persevere, the victory will 
be won. 
They w ill find their confessedly 
difficult task easier if they take a cup of 
coffee in place of the absinthe.

It contained memorial gifts 
of many dear friends and neighbors, and it 
is not easy to describe the sadness of our 
hearts as we stood among the debris of 
what a few hours before had been the 
fabric of our beloved chnrch. 
Our two 
school-houses (which accommodated 130 
children) are also level w ith the ground, 
and my husband is obliged for the present 
to 
hold Sunday services in the open 
air, exposed to a fierce tropical sun or 
to heavy showers of rain. 
W e earnestly 
hope to obtain the means of rebuilding 
St. Mark’s Church and schools, but to 
re-erect and refit them will cost abont 
67,000, and the congregation, with the ex­ 
ception of a few members, are of the hum­ 
bler class and very poor.”

W ilm ington (Del.), November 5th.—The 
official count shows the vote in Delaware on 
the Electoral ticket to b e : Hancock 15,153, 
Garfield 14,150. 
M ilw a uk ee (Wis.), November 5th.—Re­ 
publican majority on joint ballot in the Leg­ 
islature, 09. 
C in cin n a ti, November 5th.—White (Rep.) 
is elected in the Ninth Kentucky District 
over Turner (Dem.) by a majority of 1,500. 
St. L odis (Mo.), November 5tb.—The lat­ 
est returns from the Sixth Congressional Dis­ 
trict elect Hazeltine (Greenback Representa­ 
tive) over Waddei (Dem.) by about 500 
majority. This is the fourth Democratic 
loss in the State. Toe Greenbackers have 
gained two and the Republicans two. 
Little Rock (Ark.), November 5th.—Suf­ 
ficient advices are received to make assured 
the election of Jones and Cravens (Dems.) to 
Congress from the Second and Third Dis­ 
tricts.

Farther Newspaper Comments. 
New Yobk, November 5th.—The World 
says : l ’be responsibility for the Democratic 
defeat is placed by the Democrats of the 
country at large upon the shoulders of the 
Democrats of New York. We regard this 
responsibility as beyond doubt rightly placed. 
The Democrats of this city know now that 
they cannot possibly lose anything by refus-

$20 000,000 of our municipal expenditure. 
The Sun says: From ditch to diteb, deeper 
and deeper into the mire, John Keliy leads 
the Democratic party. We are tired of 
drumming up recruits for the Democratic 
party only to have them, at the end of four 
long years, led not to victory but into a ditch 
by a blundering political manipulator. 
TLe Times says: It does not seem to have 
occurred to our Democratic contemporaries 
engaged in finding party acape-goats that the 
chief need of the Democracy is more intelli­ 
gence, more conscience and more votes. It 
is the party that is responsible for Kelly and 
McLaughlin, not they who have endowed the 
party with the ignorance, dishonesty and 
servility which render their existence pos­ 
sible. When Kelly is dethroned and Mc­ 
Laughlin banished, the headship of the party 
in New York and Kings county will still be 
the prize of some vulgar, mercenary dema­ 
gogue.

The Times, in another article, says : Some 
wild rumors appear to be current iu Philadel­ 
phia and eleeewhere that the vote of New 
York will not be counted for Garfield ; that 
a Democratic Congress will not permit it, 
and telegrams have been sent from various 
parts of the country expressing great alarm 
at this new danger to the stability of the 
country.

In Alabama. 
Chicago, November 5th. — The Inter­ 
Ocean's Washington special says: It is re­ 
ported from Chattanooga tha. ex-Postmm-ter 
General Key voted the Republican ticket at 
the recent election. The fact is that Key has 
been little less than a Republican since the 
war closed, and his voting a straight Republi­ 
can ticket occasions no surprise. 
It is learned here, though private sources, 
that extraordinary attempts are being made 
in the Eighth Alabama District to count out 
Low, Republican Greenbacker elect, and 
count in General Wheeler, straight Demo­ 
crat. The Democrats are stimulated in this 
game by a knowledge that the House will be 
very cloBe, and possibly one vote may change 
the result. It is also known that Low will 
act with the Republicans in organizing the 
House, hence the desperate attempts to get 
the better of his 2,000 majority. The way 
they are doing it is this: When the fran­ 
chise was first conferred on the blacks, the 
Republican tickets were printed with the 
picture of an eagle or a flig on top ia order 
that the ignorant blacks might know their 
tickets. To prevent this, the Democratic 
Legislature passed a law saying that the 
tickets should have no figure or device upon 
them, meaning no pictures such as eagles or 
flags. In two counties of Low’s district, 
where he got the heaviest majority, the tick­ 
ets were printed “ Eighth Alabama District” 
instead of the Roman characters VIII. 
Law-abiding Democrats in that district con­ 
strue the figure 8 to be a violation of the law 
which was passed aiming at eagles and flags. 
Nothing could be so ridiculous, yet upon this 
flimsy pretext it is proposed to deny the cer­ 
tificate and give it to Wheeler, so be can 
participate in the organization of the House. 
Wheeler was a Lieutenant-General in the 
Confederate army, being the youngest man 
who attained that rank in either army during 
the war. Only a Narrow Majority. 
Chicago, November 5th.—The Inter­ 
Ocean's Washington special says: The Re­ 
publicans will control the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, but it will be by a narrow 
majority. The figures just made up in the 
Republican Congressional Committee rooms 
from the latest dispatches show a Republican 
majority of not more than three, anil possibly 
one. In this, however, only Republicans are 
counted, the Greenbackers being classed as 
opposition. 
Xevv York to be Oarceloned If Possible. 
P h ila d elph ia, November 5th.—A promi­ 
nent Democrat said to-day that he did not 
concede Hancock’s defeat, nor would it be 
conceded by the National Committee unless 
Nevada voted agaiust them. This declara­ 
tion is believed to cover a claim to carry the 
election before Congress and decide in Han­ 
cock’s favor. 
The idea is that the solid 
South, New York, New Jersey, Nevada and 
California gave Hancock a majority. New 
York, therefore, is to be claimed by the 
Democrats, the vote of the city being over­ 
hauled and manipulated by the Board of Al­ 
dermen, so as to come as near as possible to 
overcoming the Republican majority in the 
country. The State Canvassing Board would 
give the State to Garfield, but on coming 
before Congress objection will be made. Con­ 
gress will go behind the return and count 
Hancock in. David Dudley Field’s name is 
mentioned as authority for the law points to 
be brought up. It depends on the vote of 
the Pacific States. 
Friniinnllon nn<l Recrimination. 
N ew Y ork, November 5th.—Both factions 
of the Democracy, both here and in Brook­ 
lyn, are abusing each other heartily over the 
result of the election.

President Hayes said to a reporter, regard­ 
ing the election, that California, Oregon and 
Nevada rightfully belonged to the Republican 
party, and that they would have doubtless 
given larger majorities for Garfield had it not 
been for the effect of the forged Chinese let­ 
ter. The people in these States were very 
deeply interested in the Chinese question, and 
the Morey letter was probably circulated in 
remote mining camps, where it was impos­ 
sible, in the time at the disposal of the Re­ 
publicans, to have it thoroughly contradicted 
and exposed.

C hicago, November 5th.—The Inter­ 
Ocean's Nashville special says : The Repub­ 
licans won a great victory in electing their 
Governor and Congressmen and 47 legislators. 
State credit men are in the ascendancy, and 
the session beginning in January promises to 
be stormy.

N ew Y ork, November 5th.—At a meeting 
of the Tammany Hall General Committee 
to-night an address to the Democracy of the 
conn try was made, claiming that Hancock’s 
defeat was due to fraud, intimidation and the 
use of enormous sums of money by the Re­ 
publicans.

New's son, Harry, won $8,200 on election 
bets.Governor Porter and members of the Re­ 
publican State Committee left this evening 
for Garfield’s home. 
English on (hr Kesnlt. 
I nd ianapolis, November 5th.—Wm. H- 
English to-day said to a Nars reporter that 
Indiana had held up remarkably well, con­ 
sidering the October defeat. The Democrats 
have not had a majority in the State since 
1872, and then Hendricka had less than 
1,200. Personally he fee's no chagrin, r.l- 
though he acknowledges that the unsought 
honor of the nomination for the Vice-Presi­ 
dency has no charm for him, and he is rather 
glad to be left to a more congenial and profit­ 
able life. The Democracy, with a Demo­ 
cratic Senate, a close House of Representa 
tives and the Presidency derided by a small 
majority in a single State, will not die.

frauds perpetrated by the Democratic man­ 
agers at the various polling places in Charles­ 
ton District, there seems no doubt that 
Mackey, the Republican candidate, had a 
majority according to the first count. 
Liter returns from Virginia show that the 
contest between the Republican and regular 
Democratic electoral tickets is very close, 
and some hope is entertained that Garfield 
may come in ahead when the whole State has 
been heard from. A gentleman heie received 
the following dispatch this afternoon from 
Edmund Burke, United States District At­ 
torney for Virginia : “ Virginia is in doubt, 
llalf the State only gives the Democrats 
4,000 majority, with strong Republican coun­ 
ties to hear from.

MINING SOTES. 
A miner recently found in the Illinois 
claim at Moore’s Flat, Nevada county, a 
bowlder that is said to be the most valua­ 
ble ever takeu out in that vicinity. It is 
estimated to contain $500 worth of gold. 
A mountain of marble has been discov­ 
ered near Clipper Gap. The material is of 
a delicate dove color, beautifully mottled. 
The river flows at its base, offering an 
abundance of the cheapest power, and 
quartz sand abounds in the vicinity. 
William Skinner, foreman oPthe Indian 
Valley mine, Plumas county, has a force 
of men at work iu the old Union tunnel, 
to strike the Indian Valley shaft. They 
are in 1 900 feet at present, and at this 
date they have 134 feet more to run to 
strike the shaft. The rock is soft at pres­ 
ent, and if it continues so they will reach 
the shaft in about four weeks. 
Sutter Creek, about rive miles north of 
Jackson, Amador county, is a mining town 
of importance. The Amador mine, one of 
the oldest mines in the county, is taking 
out low-grade ore enough to ran its 40- 
stamp mill on full time. The Mahoney 
mine has its main shaft down 800 feet, and 
is opening and prospecting its ore body 
preparatory to supplying its 40-stamp mili, 
which has just been built. 
For some time after the Thompson river 
slide, in British Columbia, occurred, the 
bed of the river was dry and a number of 
Indians were crevieiDg for gold. Chinamen 
availed themselves of the opportunity to 
lay in a stock of tish. As the result of the 
escape of water from the slide, the water 
in the Fraser river rose ten feet at Emory. 
It fell again suddenly, leaving the vacuum 
mining scow high and dry on Hill’s Bar. 
For the past seventeen years fabulous 
stories of rich gold-bearing cement having 
been found near the head of Dead-man 
Fork of Owens river have been going the 
rounds, and numerous parties have ex­ 
pended time, labor and money in the vain 
search therefor. That such deposits do ex­ 
ist is firmly believed by some and doubted 
by many. During tlie past ten days there 
has been a quiet excitement regarding this 
long-sought treasure among the prospec­ 
tors of this sectioD . There are many ru­ 
mors in the air, and one among the many 
is that certain Indians now iu Mammoth 
know where it is to lie found and offer to 
show the place for a small consideration.
